MONEY  GIVEN  HERE  PRO- 
DUCES MONEY  THERE 

In  China,  India  and  Japan  all  cities  raise 
their  own  Y.  W.  C.  A.  budgets  except 
the  salaries  of  foreign  secretaries. 

In  South  America  two  cities  have  as- 
sumed all  of  their  own  support,  ex- 
cept salaries  of  American  secretaries, 
while  the  other  three  receive  only  a 
small  sum  from  the  United  States. 

In  Roumania  the  Ministry  of  Labor  this 
year  increased  its  annual  gift  to  the 
Y.  W.  C.  A.  from  150,000  lei  (one- 
third  of  the  total  budget  for  1922) 
to  400,000  lei. 
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
